paqua, made famous by Greeley, nest- 
les, among the Wcstchester lulls as pic- 
turesque as of old. Here may be seen 
the two raws of evergreen trees set out 
by Mr. Greeley and they have flour- 
ished and grown so tall that their 
^branches touch and form a beautiful 
avenue of ^shade. 
Here Airs. Clendenin, "with her hus-
